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Shaping  A  New  Angle 
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East  Mississippi  Community 
College  offers  20  different  voca- 
tional and  technical  programs 
which  provide  students  with 
hands-on  training.  Each  of  these 
programs  shape  them  for  a  unique 
field  of  study.  The  training  facili- 
ties are  modern  and  equipped  with 
the  most  up-to-date  technology.  In 
addition  to  technical  and  voca- 
tional courses,  students  attend  a 
wide  variety  of  academic  courses 
as  well. 

Students  are  taught  by  quali- 
fied instructors  who  truly  care 
about  each  student.  Each  student 
has  the  opportunity  for  a  one-on- 
one  relationship  with  his  or  her 
instructor.  At  East  Mississippi, 
students  are  known  by  their  name 
and  not  by  a  number,  as  is  so  often 
the  case  at  larger  colleges.  In- 
structors work  with  each  student 


as  an  individual.  As  a  result  of  this 
relationship,  each  student  is  able 
to  go  out  into  the  work  force  fully 
trained  and  confident.

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Business  Technology  is  a  two-year  curriculum  designed 
to  prepare  graduates  for  employment  in  business,  in- 
dustry, and  government  organizations  that  use  micro- 
computers to  process  and  manage  information. 

The  Business  Technology  curriculum  is  offered  on  both 
the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  and  the  Scooba  Campus.  On  the 
Golden  Triangle  Campus,  students  can  major  in  Administrative 
Support  Services  or  Microcomputer  Information  Processing. 
Students  on  the  Scooba  Campus  can  choose  to  major  in  either 
Microcomputer  Information  Processing  or  Accounting  Manage- 
ment. 

Each  major  requires  a  technical  core  of  35  semester  hours, 
12  to  15  semesters  hours  in  the  major  area  ,  and  a  minimum  of 
18  semester  hours  of  academic  courses.  The  Associate  of  Ap- 
plied Science  degree  is  earned  upon  the  sucessful  completion 
of  this  curriculum.  Successful  completion  of  the  first  year  of 
this  program  entitles  a  student  to  receive  an  Office  Assistant 
Vocational  Certificate.

Computer 
Programming 


The  Computer  Programming  Technology  department  of 
fers  two  programs:  ( 1 )  a  nine-month  curriculum  that  leads 
to  a  Vocational  Certificate  in  Computer  Operations,  and 
(2)  a  two-year  curriculum  which  leads  to  an  Associate  of  Ap- 
plied Science  degree  in  Computer  Programming  Technology. 

The  Computer  Operations  program  is  a  two-semester  cur- 
riculum which  gives  the  students  training  in  basic  technical  mi- 
cro-omputer  and  minicomputer  skills.  The  program  offers  the 
opportunity  of  entry-level  positions  in  computer  operations,  da- 
tabase management,  or  electronic  spreadsheet  management.  This 
curriculum  satisfies  the  requirements  for  the  first  year  of  the 
two-year  program  and  leads  to  a  Vocational  Certificate. 

Completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  leads  to  an  Associ- 
ate of  Applied  Science  degree  in  Computer  Programming  Tech- 
nology. This  program  offers  the  opportunity  of  entry-level  po- 
sitions in  computer  programming  and  systems  analysis  as  well 
as  in  computer  operations,  database  management,  and  electronic 
spreadsheet  management.

Drafting  and  Design  Technology  curriculum  prepares  the 
student  for  employment  in  the  field  of  technical  graphi- 
cal representation.  The  classroom  training  provides  a 
sound  foundation  in  the  basics  of  drafting  practice  and  is  closely 
related  to  actual  industry  standards.  The  subjects  taught  include 
architectural  drafting,  machine  drafting,  surveying,  mapping  and 
topography,  and  computer-aided  drafting.  In  order  to  meet  in- 
dustrial demands,  computer-aided  drafting  is  an  integral  part  if 
the  program. 

The  students  also  receive  a  strong  academic  background  to 
assist  them  in  learning  to  use  the  recently  added  CAD.  The  CAD 
is  computer  assisted  drafting,  they  use  the  computer  instead  of 
the  drawing  board.  This  program  is  very  closely  realted  to  actual 
industry  standards. 
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Electronics 


The  Electronics  Technology  program  provides  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  broad  electronics  base 
and  is  designed  to  prepare  the  graduate  for  em- 
ployment in  all  areas  of  electronics.  The  program  of- 
fers a  coverage  of  electronics  studies  including  analog 
electronics,  digital  electronics,  communications,  mi- 
croprocessors, automation,  and  industrial  electronics. 
The  electronics  laboratories  are  equipped  with  mod- 
ern test  equipment,  components,  and  training  devices 
which  enhance  the  development  of  technical  skills  and 
competence  in  the  use  of  test  equipment.  Laboratory 
exercises  are  used  to  provide  the  students  with  practi- 
cal experience  and  to  demonstrate  electronics  in  prac- 
tice.

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The  Instrumentation  Technology  course  ojective  is  to  train 
the  student  for  an  entry-level  position  in  instrumentation. 
Both  classroom  study  and  hands-on  lab  study  are  used 
for  teaching  basic  electronics,  hydraulics,  and  pneumatics.  This 
knowledge  is  then  put  to  use  in  classes  for  calibration  and  pro- 
cess control  training.  As  we  enter  the  twenty-first  century,  tech- 
nology will  continue  to  advance.  The  need  for  skilled  techni- 
cians will  continue  to  increase  more  and  more  as  technology 
continues  to  advance  into  new  areas.

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ORESTRY 


Forestry  Technology  is  a  two-year  program  with 
classes  designed  to  fit  the  needs  of  a  student 
preparing  for  a  position  in  the  field  of  forestry.  It  is 
designed  and  created  to  promote  the  development  of 
forestry  in  the  economic  world  today.  The  forestry 
program  helps  to  reflect  the  attitudes,  expectations,  and 
development  of  those  planning  to  make  forestry  a  life- 
long career.  Requirements  of  all  forestry  students  in- 
clude learning  how  to  properly  survey  and  measure 
trees,  plant  and  nurture  growing  trees,  and  make  timber 
crew,  which  is  learning  how  to  estimate  the  amount  of 
timber  on  a  property.  Forestry  students  also  learn 
proper  management  techniques  of  forest  land.  Tech- 
niques include  regeneration,  sight  preparation  for  re- 
planning  and  surveying  skills,  and  identification  of  all 
trees. 

Preparation  for  Graduation 

These  skills  mentioned  above  will  help  prepare  for- 
estry students  for  the  real  world  after  graduation.  Being 
a  member  of  the  forestry  program  can  also  teach  others 
that  nature  is  a  part  of  God's  creation,  and  these 
students  must  be  willing  to  save  and  preserve  those 
forestry  products  still  alive  and  dispose  of  those  that  are 
not.

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FUNERAL  SERVICE 


The  Funeral  Service  Education  curriculum  is  a  two- 
year  program  of  study  that  leads  to  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree.  The  Department  of  Funeral 
Service  is  nationally  accredited  by  the  American  Board 
of  Funeral  Service  Education,  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Schools,  and  the  Mississippi  Commis- 
sion on  Colleges.  Students  in  Funeral  Service  have  to  be 
dedicated  to  their  classwork.  Classes  like  restorative  art 
and  embalming  theory  are  crucial  for  graduation  and 
work  in  the  future.  After  graduation,  the  graduate  is 
expected  to  pass  the  National  Board  Examination  and/ 
or  the  State  Board  Examination.  After  passing  Nation- 
al and  State  Boards,  the  graduate  must  complete  a  one- 
year  apprenticeship  before  becoming  qualified  as  a 
licensed  Funeral  Director/ Embalmer. 

"Women  in  Funeral  Service" 

Funeral  services  are  usually  directed  by  men;  however, 
the  funeral  service  program  at  EMCC  includes  many 
women.  In  fact,  this  year's  enrollment  in  funeral  service 
education  includes  twenty-two  men  and  sixteen  women. 
The  courses  are  taught  by  Mr.  Tony  Dannible.

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OPTICAL 
TECHNOLOGY 

Optical  Technology  is  a  two-year  program  that  pro- 
vides the  students  with  the  knowledge  and  skills  needed 
to  obtain  a  job  in  ophthalmic  dispensing.  Opticianry  is 
defined  as  "the  art  and  science  of  optics  as  applied  to  the 
filling  and  adapting  of  ophthalmic  prescriptions,  prod- 
ucts, and  accessories.11  In  this  curriculum,  the  students 
are  taught  everything  they  need  for  developing  the  lens 
to  marketing  their  finished  product.  They  learn  how  to 
take  a  piece  of  plastic,  grind  the  curves  needed,  and 
shape  them  to  fit  the  frames  desired.  This  curriculum, 
taught  by  Mr.  James  Hancock,  teaches  the  students 
how  to  market  the  product,  and  fit  the  lens  to  the 
customers  requests.  Upon  completion  of  this  program, 
the  graduate  of  this  program  receives  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree.  The  employment  outlook  for 
the  optical  technology  program  is  increasing.  Due  to 
people  becoming  more  aware  of  the  importance  of  eye 
care,  and  eye  fashion  and  designing,  students  enrolled 
in  optical  technology  have  an  excellent  chance  for 
employment  after  graduation.

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COSMETOLOGY 

Cosmetology  is  a  twelve-month  vocational  program 
designed  to  prepare  the  students  for  a  job  in  the  future 
in  the  field  of  cosmetology.  The  study  of  cosmetology 
involves  class  time  during  the  morning  hours.  Students 
are  taught  scalp  and  hair  treatment,  hairshaping  and 
styling,  manicures,  pedicures,  permanent  waves,  hair 
color  and  lightening,  chemical  hair  relaxing  and  make- 
up application.  They  also  learn  beauty  salon  manage- 
ment, as  well  as  the  laws  and  regulations  involved  in 
cosmetology.  Taught  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Cornwell,  stu- 
dents get  hands-on  experience  with  volunteers  from  the 
student  body  and  the  Kemper  County  community. 
During  the  afternoon,  the  students  work  in  the  salon 
lab.  Each  student  has  a  project  sheet,  with  several 
different  hairstyles,  that  they  are  expected  to  complete 
before  graduation.  This  lab  time  also  includes  haircuts 
and  styles  that  can  be  done  for  those  in  the  surrounding 
areas.  Graduates  of  this  course  must  pass  a  State  Board 
Examination  to  be  licensed.  After  passing  the  State 
Board  Examination,  the  graduates  receive  a  Vocational 
certificate  and  are  qualified  to  receive  a  job  in  salons  as 
Cosmetologists,  Estheicians,  and  Nail  and  Color  tech- 
nicians.

Automotive  Services 
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The  Automotive  Services  Technology  department  offers 
two  programs:  (1)  a  nine-month  curriculum  that  leads 
to  a  vocational  certificate  in  Automotive  Mechanics,  and 
(2)  a  two-year  curriculum  that  leads  to  an  Associate  of  Applied 
Science  degree  in  Automotive  Technology. 

The  Automotive  Mechanics  and  the  Automotive  Technol- 
ogy programs  provide  the  graduate  with  the  basic  skills  and  the 
technical  knowledge  to  properly  diagnose  and  repair  late  model 
vehicles,  along  with  problem  solving  techniques,  and  computer 
diagnostics.  More  advanced  automotive  classes/laboratories 
and  academic  coursework  are  taught  during  the  second  year  of 
study. 

Students  are  taught  in  modern  well  equipped  labs  utiliz- 
ing late  model  vehicles  for  repair  procedures  as  well  as  elec- 
tronic diagnostics.  Practical  experience  is  given  in  such  areas 
as  drive  train  components,  suspension  systems,  automotive 
transmissions,  heating  and  air  conditioning  systems,  electronic 
fuel  injection,  engine  repair  and  engine  testing.

Automotive  Services

The  Automotive  Services  Technology  program  is  offered 
on  both  the  Scooba  and  GoldenTriangle  Campuses.  These 
students  are  required  to  be  tested  and  certified  on  the  na- 
tional level  upon  graduation.  These  departments  are  very  fortu- 
nate to  have  several  automobiles  which  have  been  donated  by 
local  car  dealers.  They  are  truly  beneficial  when  it  comes  to  work- 
ing hands-on  in  preparation  for  these  examinations. 

Bob  Oliver  is  the  instructor  on  the  Scooba  Campus  and 
Grady  Graham  on  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus.  Both  of  these 
men  bring  years  of  experience  and  are  truly  an  asset  to  East  Mis- 
sissippi Community  College. 
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Commercial  Truck  Driving 


The  Commercial  Truck  Driving  program  is  a  twelve-week 
program  which  prepares  the  graduate  to  enter  the  com- 
mercial truck  driving  industry  as  an  over-the-road  driver. 
This  program  is  a  combination  of  classroom,  lab,  and  actual 
road  driving  for  students.  The  course  covers  such  areas  as:  safety, 
Department  ofTransportation  rules  and  regulations,  proper  shift- 
ing techniques,  pre-trip  inspections,  map  reading,  log  books, 
handling  paperwork,  cargo  handling,  two-lane  driving,  four-lane 
driving,  night  driving,  and  metro  driving.  Students  are  trained 
to  drive  conventional  cabover  tractors  pulling  loaded  and  empty 
vans  and  flatbed  trailers. 

This  program  places  great  emphasis  on  preparing  students 
for  today 's  truck  driving  industry.  Today,  truck  drivers  must  be 
prepared  and  well-trained  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the 
modern,  competitive  transportation  industry.  New  Federal  laws 
such  as  the  Commercial  Driver's  License  will  aid  the  process  of 
"weeding  out"  drivers  with  poor  safety  records.  Trucking  com- 
panies are  willing  to  offer  increased  driver  benefits  and  pay  to 
keep  good  drivers.  Modern,  well-equipped  trucks  with  such 
options  as  air  conditioning,  air-ride  suspension,  air-ride  cabs, 
and  satellite  communications  are  definitely  the  wave  of  the  fu- 
ture in  driver  convenience  and  comfort.

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Industrial  Electricity 


The  Electrical  Technology  department  offers  both  a  one- 
year  Vocational  Certificate  option  and  a  two-year  Associ- 
ate of  Applied  Science  degree  option.  The  one-year  pro- 
gram is  two  semesters  in  length  and  prepares  graduates  to  work 
in  residential,  commercial,  and  industrial  electricity  settings. 
Graduates  of  the  program  will  possess  the  knowledge  and  skills 
necessary  to  plan,  install,  maintain,  and  troubleshoot  various 
electrical  systems.  Students  will  study  such  topics  as  blueprint 
reading,  residential/commercial/industrial  wiring,  job  cost  es- 
timation, motor  maintenance  and  trouble  shooting,  and  program- 
mable logic  controllers. 

The  two-year  program  provides  students  with  more  in- 
depth  training  in  all  aspects  of  the  electrical  field.  Additional 
instruction  is  provided  in  the  areas  of  instrumentation,  robot- 
ics, solid  state  motor  control,  and  digital  electronics.  In  both 
the  one-year  and  two-year  programs,  heavy  emphasis  is  placed 
on  "learning  by  doing."  For  every  one  hour  of  lecture  the  stu- 
dents receive  two  hours  of  laboratory  training.

Operations 


The  machinist  course  is  a  one-  or  two-year  program.  The 
first  year  of  the  course  consists  of  hands-on  operation  of 
machine  shop  equipment  and  classroom  theory  covering 
such  areas  as  safety,  blueprint  reading,  lathe  and  milling  ma- 
chine operation,  and  shop  math. 

In  the  second  year  of  study,  the  students  learn  the  theory 
and  operation  of  basic  computer  numerical  control  (CNC)  equip- 
ment, metallurgy,  and  production  methods  along  with  develop- 
ment of  more  advanced  hands-on  skills.  The  demand  for  trained 
machinists  is  on  the  increase  in  the  Golden  Triangle  area.  In- 
dustry is  adding  CNC  equipment  in  order  to  compete  in  the  glo- 
bal economy.

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The  Welding  and  Fabrication  program  is  a  one-year  voca- 
tional curriculum.  It  provides  the  work  force  with  trained 
and  experienced  students  which  are  ready  to  apply  their 
newly  attained  skills  in  entry-level  positions. 

Students  graduating  from  this  program  gain  hands-on  ex- 
perience through  work  with  oxygen  and  acetylene  welding,  rod 
and  pipe  cutting,  plasma  arch  cutting,  and  fabrication.  These 
students  also  receive  instruction  in  welding  theory,  the  study  of 
welding  machines,  blue  print  reading,  and  accessories  used  in 
the  welding  field. 

Under  the  instrucion  of  Mr.  Ricky  Collier,  the  students  un- 
dertake many  projects.  Some  of  these  projects  include  building 
barbecue  grills,  hay  forks,  arch  pens  for  calves,  as  well  as  fabri- 
cation and  welding  of  trailers.

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Practical  Nursing 


There  are  three  Practical  Nursing  programs  at  East  Mis- 
sissippi Community  College.  The  first  program  was  lo- 
cated at  the  Golden  Triangle  Campus  followed  by  the 
Scooba  Campus.  The  most  recent  addition  to  the  Practical  Nurs- 
ing program  is  located  at  the  Noxubee  General  Hospital  in  Ma- 
con. 

The  Macon  extension  program  is  designed  to  meet  the  in- 
dividual needs  of  the  student.  They  may  obtain  a  certified  Nurs- 
ing Assistant  certificate  or  they  may  continue  for  the  three  se- 
mesters to  obtain  an  LPN  license.  This  division  is  funded 
through  the  employment  training  division  of  the  Job  Training 
Partnership  Act.

I  he  Practical  Nursing  program  is  a  course  of  study  de- 
signed to  prepare  qualified  men  and  women  to  become 
Practical  Nurses.  Upon  successful  completion  of  the  pro- 
gram, the  graduate  is  eligible  to  take  the  National  Council 
Licensure  Examination  for  Practical  Nurses. 

The  student  will  gain  classroom  and  laboratory  instruction 
in  such  areas  as:  vocational  adjustments,  basic  nursing  skills, 
nutrition,  anatomy,  human  growth  and  development,  pharma- 
cology, maternal/child  nursing,  emotional  and  mental  illness, 
and  medical-surgical  nursing.  This  program  is  a  twelve-month 
program  which  begins  each  year  in  August.  Employment  op- 
portunities are  available  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes.

Graphic  Arts 


Graphic  Arts  is  communication  through  the  use  of  printed 
words,  photographs  and  illustrations.  The  Graphic  Arts 
program  involves  the  teaching  of  those  skills  necessary 
for  employment  in  the  publishing  and  printing  industry.  The 
process  required  to  produce  a  printed  page  will  be  taught  with 
intensive  training  in  the  physical  operation  of  equipment  like  or 
similar  to  that  found  in  business  and  industry. 

The  primary  objective  of  the  Graphic  Arts  program  is  to 
prepare  graduates  for  entry-level  positions  in  the  areas  of:  paste- 
up and  layout,  graphic  design,  process  camera  and  darkroom 
operations,  film  assembly,  plate-making,  press  operations,  and 
binding  and  finishing  operations.  The  emphasis  of  this  course  is 
placed  equally  in  the  above  areas. 
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More  and  more  women  are  entering  aviation  maintenance. 

This  program  is  located  at  Golden  Triangle  Regional  Airport. 

Eric  not  only  knows  how  to  work  on  the  aircraft  but  he  recently  got  his  pilot 

license.  Look  out  airways! 


The  Aviation  Maintenance  Technology  program  is  designed 
to  provide  students  with  an  understanding  of  all  phases 
of  airframe  and/or  powerplant  maintenance  of  aircraft. 
Students  may  enroll  in  a  two-year  Airframe  and  Powerplant  Me- 
chanic program  and  receive  a  Vocational  Certificate  or  may  take 
an  additional  specified  15  semester  hours  of  academic  courses 
and  receive  an  Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree  in  Aviation 
Maintenance  Technology. 

The  program  includes  the  classroom  (theory)  and  hands-on 
(practical)  work  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion (FAA)  for  preparation  to  successfully  complete  the  Airframe 
and/or  Powerplant  Mechanic  exams  to  become  a  federally  certi- 
fied Aircraft  Mechanic. 

Aircraft  maintenance  technicians  may  be  issued  an  FAA 
Mechanic  Certificate  upon  successful  completion  of  written,  oral, 
and  practical  examinations.  An  FAA  certificated  mechanic  may 
have  an  airframe  rating,  a  powerplant  rating,  or  both  (expressed 
as  A&P).  The  mechanic  can  work  only  on  the  specific  parts  of 
the  aircraft  (that  is,  engines,  airframe  and  systems)  for  which  he 
or  she  is  rated,  qualified,  and  equipped  to  do  so.

Job  Training  Partnership 


JTPA  is  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act.  JTPA  is  a  feder 
ally  financed  program  which  provides  training  to  eligible 
individuals  for  employment. 

The  Allied  Health/LPN  program  is  designed  so  that  stu- 
dents may  exit  at  different  levels.  These  levels  are  Homemaker, 
Home  Health  Aide,  Certified  Nurse  Assistant,  and  Practical 
Nurse.  This  program  is  located  in  Macon  at  Noxubee  General 
Hospital. 

The  Nurse  Assistant  program  provides  the  student  with 
working  knowledge  of  the  care  of  elderly,  handicapped,  and 
infirm  individuals  in  a  hospital,  nursing  home,  or  clients  home. 
Clinical  practice  gives  the  student  hands  on  experience  caring 
for  clients  in  the  Starkville  area. 

The  Deckhand  program  prepares  the  student  for  work  on 
the  river.  This  career  oriented  program  provides  a  realistic  set- 
ting for  the  trainee.  Students  spend  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days 
a  week  on  the  crew  barge,  the  "Mr.  Jones,"  a  floating  class- 
room and  dorm.  The  MV  Mitchell,  a  fully  equipped  tow  boat, 
provides  students  a  hands-on  experience  by  actually  pushing 
loaded  barges  up  and  down  the  Tenn-Tom  Waterway. 


Students  in  the  Deckhand  Training  program  have  to  build  up  major 
strength  for  the  required  assignments.

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Programs  Meeting  Special  Needs 


DENCE 


The  Special  Populations  program  provides  assessment  and 
identification  of  special  needs  to  all  students  enrolled  in 
a  vocational  or  technical  program.  Special  Populations 
include  students  with  learning  or  physical  disabilities,  those  who 
are  economically  or  academically  disadvantaged,  students  who 
have  limited  English  proficiency,  and  students  in  non-traditional 
programs. 

The  Single  Parent/Displaced  Homemaker  program  pro- 
vides assistance  to  single  heads  of  households  and  displaced 
homemakers  enrolled  or  enrolling  in  vocational/technical  train- 
ing. Networking  with  campus  and  community-based  organiza- 
tions provides  access  and  implements  support  services  to  quali- 
fied individuals  to  obtain  housing,  and  other  needs. 

The  Gender  Equity  program  on  the  Golden  Triangle  Cam- 
pus provides  support  for  men  and  women  who  have  entered  ca- 
reer programs  that  are  non-traditional  for  their  gender.  The 
Coordinator  works  in  the  community  to  increase  awareness  of 
gender  equity  issues  and  with  the  schools  in  Lowndes,  Clay, 
and  Oktibbeha  counties  to  encourage  students  to  consider  non- 
traditional  careers.
